Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

Claims 1-4 are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that even though the 
prior art discloses a polarizer comprising a combination of a polarizing element and a pair of 
retardation films, the prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest a polarizer comprising two 
layers of retardation films, wherein a slow axis of each of the retardation films is parallel with 
the absorption axis of the polarizing element, said two layers of retardation films being 
constituted by a combination of a retardation film with Nz of from 0.65 to 0.85 and a retardation 
film with Nz of from 0.15 to 0.35 on the condition of nx > ny and Nz=(nx-nz)/nx-ny), as set 
forth by the claimed combination.
